DEATH RECORD BROKEN. 

SOLDIERS HOME, Nov, 23.—{From 
The Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
The band, with muffled drum, the hier- 
surmounted caisson, —— 
squad and procession mourning - 
erans and friends, has been a familar 
scene in the home during the week. 
Once, at least, each day this week and 
sometimes twice, the cortége has wended 
it solemn way to the desolate “Hill,” 
where more than a thousand veterans 
await the summon, to “come forth.”

Per- 
haps Waldron's services were invokeé 
to lend a ble excuse to the 
maneuvers the bond companies who 
sought to force the city to change the 
rate of interest to 4 per cent. 

It js Stated that the water bonds 
sold yesterday bear a lower fate of 
interest than any bond issue ever sold 
on the Pacific Coast.

' Expensive Comedy of Errors Still 
The Talk of the State—No Credit 
to the Governor. 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—More 

than a month has passed since the 

Supreme Court threw out the new 
Revised Codes which were intended to 
be the laws of California—more than 
a month, and yet the lawyers are still 
inveighing at the egregious blunder so 
promptly discovered by the court. If 
the seriousness of the mistake could be 
forgotten, this angry declamation of the 
men of the law would be very amus- 
ing indeed. But they take particular 
pains to dispel whatever suggestion of 
fun there may be im the thing and to 
keep the significant fact uppermost— 
that the inexcusable stupidity of the 
Code Commission and the Governor in 
respectively presenting and approving 
the unconstitutional revision of the 
codes has not only made a sorry tan- 
gie of the laws for the time being, and 
set procedure in the courts awry, but 
also pinched nearly every practicing 
attorney here to the tune either of $15 
or -$22.50 for law books that are now 
merely so much dead weight on their 
shelves. 

Apart from the directly personal in- 
terest growing out of troubles in re- 
adjusting affairs to the old well-enough 
fashion, after the entanglement caused 
by putting the new codes into effect for 
a few months, or in settling bills with 
the law-book publishers for books al-

They are the men who 
make the arrangements and transposi- 
tions for piano and orchestra of the 
house’s publications.

lion’s share. In the professional de- 
partment three or four so-called man- 
agers.“ and somtimes as many planists 
are kept at hand. The latter are there 
to play over new songs for visitors who 
so desire, and to teach them to the 
proper persons. The managers have 
various duties to perform, the end and 
aim of which is to get the firm's music 
before the people. In the particular 
house I had in mind in the foregoing 


| description the managers are three in 


number—one of them being a well- 
known planist and composer, and thé 
other two being a so-called “song- 
writing team.” are all widely 
acquainted in the theatrical profession, 
all young men of brains, and largely 
accountable for whatever success their 
house attains. 

Writing a popular song is no longer 
a matter of inspiration, if, indeed, it 
ever was. There is about as little of 
this commodity associated with the 
performance as there is with canning 
tomatoes. As already intimated, each 
house has its own staff of writers. 
working under a regular salary (and 
usually a pretty good one,) and under 
agreement to produce a certain amount 
of “music” in a certain period, and 
then to “plug” that “music” to the 
limit of possibility. 

A waltz song is wanted. Mr. So-and- 
So is called upon to supply the want. 
He “cooks up” some doggerel, works 
out a fitting melody, passes it over to 
the arrangers, and in the course of a 
few days has the proof sheets in his 
hand. Then the designer is commis- 
sioned to furnish a title page: and in 
no time another hit“ has been un- 
loaded upon an already-glutted mar- 
ket. In most cases song writers work 
by pairs. One of them writes the 
words and the other supplies the music. 
When a song is required of them they 
go into executive session, and the 
words and melody are born simulita- 
neously, each co-worker making all 
needed concessions to the other. The 
variations in the popular taste are 
vigtlantly watched. We are to'd that 
a great of newspaper editors’ time

If a certain song has at- 
tained success, it is a natural inference 
that another song along the same lines 
will have a fair show of meeting the 
Same treatment.

ing to do after placing a song in the 
publisher’s hands, but to sit down and 
wait for the royalties to roll in. He is 
& Man of action, eager to make a dol- 
lar for the @rm, and equally eager 
to make one for himseif. his, of 
course, he can only do by unremitted 
activity. No popular song is so good 
that it can win success purely upon its 
own merits. If the publisher merely 
placed it upon the music counters, and 
then rested from his labors, his board 
bill would be always in arrears, The 
song must be pushed, and in this work 
the writer plays a leading part. 

manager-writer must keep track 
of the movements of the vaudeville act- 
ors and keep them supplied with the 
latest songs his house issues. He must 
find out where they are staying when 
in town and pay them a friendly visit 
to ascertain just when it will be con- 
venient for then to have a pianist call 
and teach them the very iatest thing. 
He must ferret out the places where 
the burlesque shows are rehearsing and 
exercise his wiles upon their managers. 
He must, in short, add the mobility of 
an insurance agent to the persuasive 
powers of an advocate. 

Then the big stars ia the vaudeville 
world must be entreated, and it that 
fails, subsidized into singing the firm's 
songs. Every publishing house pays 
large sums to head-liners“ to “put 
on their stuff. I knew of a house 
which has formed an agreement with 
a famous minstrel organization, in 
terms satisfactory to both, to sing only 
that house’s publications. This is high- 
art advertising and its effect is obvious. 
The general public is not any too clear 
of vision. What one of its idols einge 
is pretty sure to commend itself to 
its favor. The “queen of soubrettes” 
has a reputation at stake, and any 
song which she thinks. worth “featur- 
ing must be all right. This, at any 
rate, is the popular deduction, and thus 
ic happens that ee | an inane ditty, 
without a giitmmer of merit tn any of 
its part, becomes a big money-maker. 

Meanwhile the professional depart- 
ment of the house is wide open from 
morning till night to whosoever may 
deign to come. Callers showing satis- 
factory evidence that they are in the

URROWING INSTINCT 
OF HUMAN BEINGS. 


UNDERGROUND REMAINS THAT 
AWAIT THE ANTHROPOLOGIST. 


A Fondness for Digging Dwellings 
and Roads in the Earth Appears to 
Have Been Inherited from Our Cave- 


[Philadelphia Times:] When the an- 
thropologist of the future digs down 


into the ruins of long-forgotten cities 
and exhumes subterranean works of 
more or less complicated design, he will 
wonder, unless he knows what these 
were for. just what character of man 
built them. Man is described as a 
grégarioug animal, but there is one 
phase of his nature which rarely is 
heard of. That is his habit ef inces- 
sant burrowing. 

In prehistoric ages he «welt tn caves, 
and while he long since departed from 
his caves and „dn bones in more 
or less gonvenient places to be bleached 
by time and tide, his posterity is look- 
ing him up at his old address and ex- 
amining his domestic habits and uten- 
sils and the caves in which he kept 
them. Concerning caves, one fact long 
became apparent, and that fact 
was that there were not enough of 
them to go round. And so man, who 
wanted caves more and more as his 
family increased, took to making his 
own caves, or substitutes for them. 

In the citff-dwellers and their pigeon- 
hole abodes there is evidence that, by 
nature, man's disposition is to look into 
the interior of the earth for shelter. 

e. the sky-scraper is more recent 
than the cliff-dwelling, but in their way 
the cliff-dwellers lived in sky-scrapers, 
with the elevators on the outside. 
Whenever unwelcome visitors, bearing 
stone hatchets and clubs, knocked for 
admittance, the elevators were simply 
drawn upward from the ground, and 
the rsons whose heads were in dan- 
ger from the clubs and hatchets were 
not at home. 

That was very Well in its time But 
things have changed since then. and 


nowadays man begins his dweiling with 
a hole in the ground and runs it up- 
werd as far es his money and the law 
will permit. That is in the cities; fn 
the far western country the hole-in- 
ground still does duty, being, however, 
called a “dug-out.” It need not be 


considered too seriously in this con- 


nection. however, for there is no style 
about a dug-out, even in the Far West.

hard” and all the legends of the “Ara- 
bicn Nights.” He told us of the women 
of the Nile as we crossed the bridge 
over the river at Cairo in the gray 
dawn of a June day. Below us lay 
the stream, black as night, with the 
hills on one side and the vailey on the 
other. Piled up against the side of the 
bluffs were houses, and they stretched 
off into the distance. How many of 
them there were or how far they 
reached we could only guess. Mahomet 
gat on the seat with the driver as we 
rolled out toward the great pyramid, 
and pointed out to us the customhouse, 
where .the caravans of camels were 
headed. 

Nitocris was the name of the mythi- 
cal maiden of whom Mahomet told us, 
and it all happened long, long ago, ac- 
cording to the story teller. Just ex- 
actly when-—the year of the dynasty 
even—was not known. But there was 
a time when a woman was sacrificed 
every year to the Nile. This was to 
please the gods and persuade them to 
send down much water and wet the 
lowlands of the valley during the 
month of June. , 

The priests each year went forth Into 
the streets where the temple stood and 
cast lots among those they met. If 
the talisman fell upon a young woman, 
then that one had to stand before the 
dam at Cairo and meet the waters as 
they dashed through the opening made 
by the King. 

It came about that the talisman fell 

upon Nitocris one year. And the heart 
of the King was filled with sadness, for 
he loved the maiden so chosen: she 
was comely and leagned and a princess 
ot the blood. But Nitocris was brave 
and faced her fate as one who feared 
not death and was willing to sacrifice 
her life that all the people of the val- 
ley and all the people of Egypt might 
be blessed. Her friends came to her, 
and one offered to save her by fleeing 
far away into a distant country. But 
Nitocris shook her head. The Fates 
had chosen her for the victim, and no 
one should deny her the honor. 
. Bo the preparations for the cutting of 
the dam went on. Every day the crier 
passed through the streets, as he does 
to this day, telling in a quaint old 
chant the increased depth of the 
stream, until one night he cried, “Wefa 
en Neel.“ meaning the “completion,” 
or that the water in the reservoir was 
high enough. Nitocris heard this cry 
in the middie of the night, and, with 
her maidens, began her song to the 
stream, and told the God of Waters the 
needs of the people of the valley. 

Daylight came. And it was the day 
that the dam had to be cut and the 
waters let down into the valley. The 
King sent word that he could not pre- 
side over the ceremonies, and that this 
work should be done by his Grand 
Vizier. 

That day two carts drove up In front 
of the dam. In one Was a strange man 
and a queer object. In another st 
alone the victim of the waters, beautl- 
ful, defiant. The word was spoken. 
The Grand Vizier stooped over his 
shovel, and In a few moments a little 
stream went trickling over the side. 
Then all the ladies and nobles hurried 
to the end, where there was safety, to 
wait till the waters had eaten a path 
and swept on down the plain. as they 
have swept every year since the mem- 
ory of man.

A unique instance is now reported 
from Utah by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. There is a creek whith 
rises in the Uinta Mountains, and 
which in the summer time loses itself 
in a rocky opening, or sink, f.urteen 
miles from its head. Mr. Prall, one of 
the hydrographers of the survey, says 
that on almost all sides the walls :ise 
from the surface of this pool about 
seventy-five or one hundred iect. The 
water has a slow, circular motion, 
such as might be produced by inflow 
at less than a right angle or by suc- 
tion from below. Measurement above 
the pool shows that the amount of 
water in the stream is ninety-six gal- 
lons per second. The only apparent 
outlet is a narrow channel, through 
which very little water passes, and 
even this entirely disappears, after a 
few hundred yards, About seven miles 
away a number of springs have been 
discovered. One of them comes up in 
a hole twenty feet deep and twenty- 
five feet across.

HEN ROOSEVELT 
WAS A RANCHMAN. 


MEDORA CORRESPONDENT WRITES 
OF PRESIDENT’S EXPERIENCES. 
and Engaged in the Cattle Business— 


Quiet, Determined and Companionable, 
He Made Friends Everywhere. 


{Medora (N. D.) Correspondence Bis- 
gnarck Tribune: ] On a bright Septem- 
mer day in 1883, a lender, simply- 
Gressed and active young man stepped 
from a transcontinenta! train of the 
Northern Pacific road at Meddra, a 
village nestled among the shadows of 
the Bad Lands hills. It was a remark- 
able town, in the eyes of the“ young 
man ot the Fast. About, on all sides, 
rose fantastic, bare clay buttes. al- 
most perpendicularly, to a height of 
several hundred feet, forming a great, 
circular wall about the settlement. 
The clay cliffs were destitute of vege- 
‘tian save occasional gnaried cedars 
which eked out an existence from the 
‘clayey soll.

tions in a buckboard, a brief ride of a 
over steep hills and rough 
Buffalo at that time were be- 
coming scarce and hunting them in- 
volved a long trip from the settlement, 
with ite attendant difficulties and pri- 
va the endurance of 
“tenderfoot.”’ But the 


ordi- 
mary courage. Joe“ 
Perris, notwithstanding, was a little in 
doubt as to the ability of the young 
man to withstand the hardships of 
such a trip as was involved in a buf- 
falo hunt. He admits today that he 
looked with much doubt upon a buf- 
falo hunting in company with a 
“tenderfoot.”’ evertheless he as- 
sented to the request of the young man, 
made the necessary arrangements, and 
in a few days the two were bound for 
the buffalo ranges, a distance of fifty 
miles, over rough roads, camping out 
at night in the open. enduring all the 
discomforts and vations attendant 
upon the life of the plainsman in that 
earty day. 

The young man was Theodore Roose. 
velt, President of the United States to 
be. He was at that time 25 years of 
age, only a few years out of college, 
of square build, medium height, modest 
in demeanor, quiet, resolute, and with 
a keen enjoyment of life in the open. 
His principal object in coming to Me- 
‘dora at that time was for the recreation 
that hunting affords to those who en- 
joy the chase of big game. He was 
not and has never been since, the 
Theodore Roosevelt who has been pic- 
tured as a wild cowboy and dare-devil 
plaineman. He was courageous with- 
out reckleseness, firm without being 
stubborn, resolute without being ob- 
stinate, a keen admirer of nature, with 
a healthy taste for sport. There was 
no element of the spectacular in his 
make-up, but an honest naturalness 
that won him friends instantly among 
the rough frontiersmen, who do not 
ordinarily strike up warm friendships 
with “tenderfeet.” To quote the im- 
pression of Mr. Ferris, who still lives 
at Medora, and has been a warm per- 
sonal friend of Roosevelt from the 
time he first met him on that buffa‘o- 
hunting expedition eighteen years ago: 
“He was a slender young fellow, and 
I had my doubts whether he could 
stand the long trip. To be honest 
about it, I expected to have to take 
care ot him on the trip—saddie his 
horse, show him the customs of the 
plains, see that he got his grub regu- 
larly, and the other little things that 
come up on a hunting trip of the kind. 
T soon found that I was mistaken in 
— man. He was able to do for him- 
self at every turn. Where he learned 
to ride horseback 1 don't know, but I 
do know that he rode as well or bet- 
ter than I did and could stand more 
knocking about than I could. What 
he mant know of the ways of the 
West he learned by observation—and 
he his own canoe from the 
start. On the first night out. our 
horses took fright at wolves and ran 
of. We had then picketed with ropes, 
fastened to the horns of our saddles. 
When the wolves frightened them, 
they ran, dragging the saddles, which 
we weed as pillows, from under our 
heads, and when we got up we could 
hear only the faint hoof heats as they 
tore across the country. Mr. Roosevelt 
needed no urging to start after them, 
He Sprang up and was off in an in- 
stant. followed the horses for 
some distance, and finally recaptured 
them. After that we fastened the cad- 
dies together with the picket ropes, 
and till mornig. We 
our journey to the buffalo grounds an 
hunted them over for several days 
before he got his first shot at a buffalo. 

Tt wae on that trip that Roosevelt 
formed the attachment for the wild 
anch rough country that led to his be- 
coming a ranchman, with cattle on 
many dine of the Bad Lands. The 
value of that broken region. as ma- 
turing country for Texas steers, driven 
wp across the range. was wet coming 
to be realised. Before Roosevelt had 
finished hie hunt. he sent for 8.

of Medora, in the shadow of an n- 


mass of scoria, in the shape of a chim- 
ney, giving the ranch the name of 

“Chimney Butte ranch.” This is the 
ranch from which Roosevelt dedicated 
one of the editions of his work descri 
tive of hunting and ranch life in the 
West. He asked the young men 
whether they would engage with him 
in the ranch business, and, if he fur- 
nished the necessary cattle, whether 
they would manage them for him. An 
agreement was reached without delay, 
and when Roosevelt returned from his 
hunting trip he had left them a bank 
credit sufficient to buy 600 head of 
steers, as the nucleus of a ranch out- 
fit. The animals were bought that 
same fall and turned upon the range. 

Thus Roosevelt became a ranchman, 
and a business, as well as recreative 
interest, drew him to the Bad Lands 
year after year. The Maltese Cross 
was adopted as his brand, and two 
ranches were opened, one at Chimney 
Butte and the other forty;:five miles 
north of Medora, at a crossing of the 
Little Missouri River, in the rt of 
the wildest and roughest of all the 
rough Bad Lands region. The brush 
and timber of the river afforded shel- 
ter for the wary white tail deer. 
Within rifle — of the ranch was to 
be found the mountain sheep, monarch 
ef nature's wilderness of hills. Prairie 
chickens, ducks and geese sought the 
low lands, and withal the ranch was 
the paradise of sportsmen. This ranch 
Roosevelt named the “Elkhorn.” and 
it was a favorite resort when he came 
out on his annual visit. Here he out- 
fitted for his hunting trips to the 
Rocky Mountains, and here he spent 
much of his time while in the West. 

Additions were made to his herds 
until he came to be the owner of 
thousands of head of cattle, and the 
Maltese Cross brand came to be famll- 
lar all through the country. The out- 
fit increased in size, until it was num- 
bered among those of the first class, 
and boasted its own “round-up” 
es and outfit of men and horses. 

n Roosevelt engaged in the cat- 
tle business, he determined to learn 
from actual experience, and thence he 
engaged himeelf as one of his own cow- 
boys, and for part of a season worked 
with his own wagon, in the same man- 
ner as any of his men. “I want to 
work with the wagon as a rider,“ he 
gaid to his foreman, S. M. Ferris, “and 
I want no favors shown me. For the 
time being I am the same as any one 
of the men, and I want to do the same 
work as any of them.” With this ad- 
monition, he accompanied a round-up 
outfit in 1885. He had his own string 
of horses, to use the vernacular of the 
range, and they were as ugly and m- 
tempered as the majority of mustang®*. 
Roosevelt was not a “broncho breaker’ 
in the accepted senge of the word, and 
he tock no reckless chances in mount- 
ing “outlawed” steeds. But he rode 
with his men, covered the same ground, 
and did the same work. “He learned 
more and faster by observation than 
any man I ever saw,” said his fore- 
man, 8. M. Ferris, in speaking of the 
year Roosevelt served as a cowboy. 
“He learned to rope his own horse, and 
to hang on when the horse endeavored 
to throw him. He watched the men 
throw and brand calves, and before 
long he was able to handle a calf with 
any of them. He never complained of 
his bargain, was always willing and 
ready, and was among the last to go 
to bed and the first to get up in the 
morning. He got one or two nasty 
falls while working with us, on one oc- 
casion being thrown from a horse and 
breaking a small bone in his shoulder. 
He was plucky. though, and it did not 
prevent his taking his trick with the 
rest of us. At night he stood night 
guard over the herd in his turn, and 
when the season's work was over he 
had earned the friendship of every man 
on the round-up, as a good, square- 
toed, companionable fellow. He could 
stand as much hardehip as the oldest 
cowboy on the outfit, and he never 
comme ined.” 

A history of Roosevelt as a ranch- 
man would be in the maln a denial of 
the many wild and fantastic tales of 
his career in the West that have been 
written and published wholesale. Un- 
informed writers have pictured him as 
impulsive and impetuous, dare-devil- 
ish and reckless. le his case, care- 
lesa commentators upon his ranching 
career have mistaken earnestness for 
impetuosity. “When Rossevelt does 
anything he does it with all his might.“ 
is the comment of the men with whom 
he associated in the West, and the men 
who knew him as he was, and not as 
poorly-posted newspaper writers have 
pictured him. The cowboys who rode 
the range with him aii the hunters 
who hunted with him do fot recall 
any instances in which recklessness or 
lack of caution was apparent. They 
recall him as a man with an ample 
Store of patience, prudence and 
hard sense. The fact that Roosevelt 
was a successful hunter of big game, 
where prudence, patience an@ caution 
are essentials, is evidence of his pos- 
session of these qualities. From his 
Elkhorn ranch he was successful in 
staiking the mountain sheep. the 
wariest of big game. and the most 
dificult of bringing within rifle shot 
Mounting the summit of the most 
precipitous and inaccessible buttes, 
with keen eye, sharp scent and most 
acute sensibility to danger, these ani- 
mals defy the efforts of all but the 
most careful and painstaking hunts- 
man. Bue Roosevelt has stalked them 
inch by inch and foot by foot, crawling 
for hours over rocky defiles and through 
pathiess gorges, finally obtaining the 
coveted opportunity to shoot that has 
brought down the monarch of the 
hills. “He was one of the best com- 
panions On a hunting expedition 1 
ever saw,” says Mr. Ferris, who has 
hunted with him often in the Bad 
Lands Hills. “Always good natured, 
and a clever companion, he was quick 
to see the best manner of stalking 
game. He never alarmed a quarry by 
too great haste or lack of caution. 
Nor would he shoot until there was 
promise that his shot would be ef- 
fective. Notwithstanding that he was 
handicapped by his spectacies in the 
winter season, he was a better game 
shot than the average western 
hunter.” 

Roosevelt and the Marquis De Mores, 
the French hobleman whose beef-kill- 
ing ventures in the Bad Lands have 
given that region most of its fame, 
came to Medora at about the same 
time. De Mores invested heavily in 
cattle, erected immense abattoirs and 
refrigerators at Medora, and named 
the town after his wife. The impul- 
sive Frenchman and the young New 
Yorker met frequently, and were on the 
best of terms. Imaginative space 
writers and weavers of borderland ro- 
mance are fond of telling bow De 
Mores at one time spoke slightingly 
of Roosevelt, and endeavored to sow 
dissension among his men, and how 
Roosevelt called on De Mores and com- 
pelled him to made apology. The 
story, Mke many others concerning 
Roosevelt in the West, is without 
foundation. De Mores, impulsive and 
erratic in many things, was at all 
times a gentleman, and so far as the 
knowledge of friends of both men at 
Medora goes, there was never any mis- 
understanding between them. Reose- 
velt was not the man to approach an- 
other in the border-ruffian fashion, as 
he has been stated to have done, and 
De Mores was not the man whom any 
other man approached in that manner 
without receiving all and more than 
the satisfaction he wanted. To no one 
are these romantic and 


imaginings more sting than to 
Roosevelt

Work of the United States Geological 
Surwey to Redetermine Its Exact 
Location. 


[Geological Survey Bulletin:] Dur- 
ing the past summer the United States 
Geological Survey and the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey have been cohperating 
in a work of unusual importance and 
| interest in redetermining the line of 
the international boundary between the 
United States and Canada from the 
Ferest of the Rocky Mountains to the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The original treaty, signed in 184, 
which established the boundary at the 
forty-ninth parallel, did not provide for 
its 1 late survey over this section. 
This was due partly to the extreme dif- 
ficulty and even danger of conducting 
surveys in this region at the time, and 
partly to the prevailing opinion that so 
rough and d stant a region would te 
settied only in a very remote future. 
This view still prevailed to a certain 
extent when in 1857 to 1861 surveys were 
acually carried out, for it was then 
agreed by the commissions represent- 
ing both governments that it was in- 
expedient to incur the expense of lo- 
cating and marking the boundary con- 
tinuously because, as they say in their 
official report, the country would not be 
occupied for generations to come. 
These commissions did, however, de- 
termine the forty-ninth parallel by 
astronomical observations, and estab- 
lished monuments accordingly on each 
jarge stream and every important trall 
that crossed the boundary. 

Exploration and sett ement have far 
outstripped the expectations enter- 
tained forty odd years ago: in those 
sections where valuable mineral depos- 
its are supposed to exist the location of 
the toundary has for several years pist 
been a question of more or less inter- 
esting dispute. The old cut-ings and 
monwments have become obscured, and 
in sofme instances rumor has with pur- 
pose circulated false reports that the 
monuments placed by the old commis- 
sion were incorrect. Canada and the 
United States are both interested in 
having the line precisely fixed, 
steps are being taken toward the es- 
tablishment of a commission whose de- 
termination shall be final. In the 
meantime provisional but accurate 
work has been done by the joint party 
of the Geological and Coast and Geo- 
detic Surveys to redetermine the forty- 
ninth parallel in the sharply-disputed 
sections, while three other parties of 
the Geological Furvey have reconnol- 
tered the entire stretch of 410 miles 
from the crest of the Rockies to the 
Pacific Coast. 

The Une traversed two moun ain die- 
tricts, the Rocky Mountains and the 
Cascades. and an intermediate country 
which though hilly is not high. The 
mountains carry heavy forests, and 
along the line are difficult of access be- 
cause the trails, once kept open by the 
Indians, are now greatly obstructed by 
fallen timber. The surveyors frequently 
find thé game trails worn by bear and 
deer the easiest routes to follow. The 
extreme eastern range of the Rockies 
is of alpine character, and glaciers and 
precipices lie across the boundary line. 
The work of the parties has been ar- 
duous, but has been successfully car- 
ried out, and a report will shortly be 
made through the Interior Department 
for the information of our State De- 
partment. 

The officers engaged in these surveys 
were C. H. Sinclair of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. and E. C. Barnard of 
the United States Survey. who have 
carrie’ out the astronomical and-topo- 
graphical work, and Messrs. Ralley 
Willis, F. IL. Ransome and G. ©. Smith, 
geologists, who have had charge of the 
three parties which carried out the 
reconnoissance.

Further still is Mount Galunggung, which has had 
some terrible eruptions in the present century. About 
the time that Monroe was President it vomited a deluge 
of hot water and mud, sweeping away trees, houses, 
beasts and human beings. It sent up so many ‘stones 
that they fell like rain and within three hours the rivers 
of boiling mud which e forth destroyed everything 
within a radius of twenty miles. Then there was a 
rest of four days. At the close of that time an earth- 
quake came and the whole top of the mountain shot 
into the air. The mud flowed for weeks, burying 114 
villages, killing 4000 people, and covering t whole 
country about with a layer of greenish blue mud which 
in places was fifty feet deep. F 

These rivers of mud are a characteristic of the Java 
volcanoes. The whole island is covered with the soil 
thrown out by them. It comes forth boiling hot, bit 
dries into a kind of ash and eventually forms the richest 
land upon earth. With the mud come stones and ashes 
and steam. Papandayang covered the earth about it for 
seven miles with five feet of mud in one of its eruptions 
and drowned 3000 people. 

Near Bandong I saw the volcano of the upturned boat, 
a mountain whose top looks just like a boat turned up- 
side down. You make your way to the volcano through 
quinine plantations, and in the peak find two craters, 
each about 600 feet deep, both seething and boiling and 
Spiiting out mud, steam and gas. In the sides of the 
craters are sulphuric crystals and flowers. Near Djokja- 
karta I saw the volcano of Merap!, down which the lava 
is still running, and further on saw a halt dozen other 
great peaks each sending forth its column of steam. 


The Greatest Volcano of the World. 


I have come here to describe the Tengger, and | send 


you the notes as they were written right on the ground, 
part of them with a handkerchief over my mouth to keep 
out the fumes of the brimstone which were coming up 
from the hell pit below. The Tengger volcano is older 
than the records of history. Its crater is so large that 
other volcanoes have burst forth in it, and of these one, 
the Bromo, is still alive. The Tengger itself is covered 
with a sea of sand, and the Sand Sea, or, as the Dutch 
call it, Zand Zee, forming the bed of this mightiest 
crater, is one of the wonders of the world. 


Traveling Among the Clouds. . 


This town of Tosari is the starting point for the vot- 
cano. It is situated in the Tengger Mountains, higher 
above the sea than the top of Mount Washington, in a 
region covered with luxuriant vegetation. The town ts 
one of thatched huts, with a Dutch sanitarium on the 
hill over it. The inhabitants are Javanese mountaineers, 
some of them nature worshipers, who live on the edge 
of the volcano and who sacrifice to it. It is at the san- 
itarium I am staying, and it was from here that 1 
started yesterday morning with my guide for the Bromo. 
We had two ratty Javarez* ~onies and morntain 
coolies to take care of the horses and cafry the lunch. 

We left Jo ati in the gh_s.iy light of the cariy morn- 
ing, when the world below us was hidden in clouds. We 
seemed to be traveling over a sea of clouds and there 
were other clouds above us nestling here and there in 
the mountains. As the sun broke forth it painted these 
masses of vapor with different tints and shades of gold, 
and as it rose higher the mountains to the eastward 
leaned as it were against the walls of molten gold, the 
rich dark blue of their sides backed by this gorgeous 
yellow. A moment later a black sheet of clouds came 
right in the face of the sun, which shot its rays through 
a place in the center where the sheet was thinnest. In 
a few moments it bored a hole, as it were, through this 
sheet and made a funnel-like road of blue through the 
golden wall of the sky. It seemed a very road to 
heaven itself. Our ponies dragged us through clouds 
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above it. The crops were indian corn, 
potatoes. The mountains are cut up with 
cabbage and potato patches are spaded and 
could not possibly plow them without tying 
to a tree to keep him from falling down the mountain. 
The cabbages and potatoes are carried down to the low- 
lands to market. The potatoes are delicious, as are also 
the cabbage, but the latter grow on trees, as it were. 
Each cabbage has a stem two, three or four feet long, 
and my guide told me that when you cut off the 
from a stem another cabbage head will grow upon 
I don’t think he lied.

As the smoke rose it grew thicker, until at 
last it formed a great cloud over the crater, rising 
above it. In a few moments it separated from the moun- 
tain and Smeroe itself looked dead. it seemed to Me a 
little eruption gotten up by the great volcano for my e. 
pecial benefit and I thanked Vulcan for it. As I still 
looked, another cloud came out and took the form of 
Punch, a big-headed, fat-bellied man of the clouds rising 
into the heavens and there losing his shape. 

Passing on, I had to descend about a half mile through 
fern forests loaded with orchids and then climb another 
mountain, going up, up. up until 1 pierced the very 
clouds. The country was wilder, the vegetation scantier 
and the earth was all rock and volcanic ash. 


The Wonderful Sand Sea. 


My pony slid backward as be climbed, but at last we 
came to a break in the top of the wall of the mountains, 
a little crack on what seemed to me to be the edge olf 
the roof of the world. Ii rode my pony into the crack 
and looked down. Below me was the Sand Sea, one of 
the most wonderful formations nature has ever made. ! 
was in the Moengal Pass, on the rim of the mighty 
crater of the Tengger. About me as far as eye could 
reach volcano piled itself upon volcano, and below me, 
surrounded by an almost circular wall of volcanoes, lay 
a vast expanse of dark brown sand as level as the tloor 

_ you are sitting on as you read this letter. Yes, level, but 
only so where it was free from volcanoes, for out of the 
sand rose other volcanoes, volcanoes which have burst 
forth from age to age since the days of the far-gone-by, 
When this mighty fengger shot its deluge of fire and 
stone and steam and mud into the air, making the rich- 
est of the lowlands of Eastern Java. 

Right in front of me in the center of the Sand Sea i 
could see the Batok. This is a symmétrica! voicaiio or 
mighty cone of dark brown, which looks as though it 
had been plowed from peak to foot by the god of ure. 
Its sides are in perfect ridges, mighty gutters down 

which flowed the molten lava at the time of its eruption. 

Beyond the Batok I could see a dense smoke rising out 
of the top of another mountain. That was the Bromo, 
which is still active and which 1 visited a little later 
on. At the right of this there was a third volcano, the 
Widodaren and farther on the Girl. As I looked I saw 
two of the natives kneel down and pray to the moun- 
tains. They had made holes in the walis of the Moengai 
Pass in which | was standing and in them had placed 
their offerings of coffee and corn. They were on their 
knees praying and, with the convulsions of nature about 
them and the wonderful grandeur of all the surround- 
ings, it did not seem strange. 


In the Crater of the Tengger. 


This path is cut out of the side of the crater, and as 1 
slipped and slid and crawled down, leading my pony, | 
could see the different layers of volcanic sand showing 
the several deposits. Some were as fine as the 
sea sand, some strata were of pebbles the 
bean, and above all lay a mass of cold la 
copper color. The pebbles were of ashy gray, dark 
and sulphur yellow. .

There is excitement and strong feeling over ihe situ- 
ation in Colombia, and the quest un has arisen whether 
these neighboring States will unc ‘rtake, by overt action, 
hostile to the Colombian govern ent, to help settle the 
troubles in that country. There are other complications 
of less importance. The sympathies of Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua and Honduras are said to be wholly with the 
revolutionists who have received assistance, in one way 


and another, from the people of these Central American

NEW YORK HAS A “BLIND READER” 
WHO SOLVES THOUSANDS OF THEM.

F THE millions of letters which go through the 
a New York postoffice every month seventy-odd 

thousand are thrown aside by the clerks as blind 
addresses. This means that they are too ill-written, 
badly-spelled, or queerly-directed for the employés of 
the department, all of whom are very keen at decipher- 
ing these unintentional cryptograms, and must go to the 
“blind reader,.“ O. G. Menger. Mr. Menger is probably 
the most extraordinary puzzle solver in this country, if 
not in the world, for his range of subjects covers a 
wider field than all the “prize puzzle departments” put 
together, and to many of the problems to which he 
must direct his faculties there is no answer. In one 
month of this year he examined 73,889 blind addresses,

Several inventors of ciphers 
have experimented on the postoffice by using their own 
inventions to address envelopes to themselves, with the 
mortifying result that the envelopes so addressed in- 
fallibly reached their destinations in course of time. 
To understand why the postoffice officials should trouble 
themselves to decipher these puerilities one must re- 
member that the postal service has its esprit de corps, 
and a wholesome rivalry between the New York post- 
office and the Dead-Letter Office at Washington forces 
the activity of both far beyond the point where strict 
obligation might fairly be supposed to end.

The largest number of blind addresses are the result 
of the close similarity between names of postoffices in 
the same State. New Jersey, for instance, has not only 
a Morristown, but a Mauricetown and a Moorsetown. 
And here is an astonishing list of what may be called 
pairs of twin names in Pennsylvania: Bala and Bela, 
Joldereek and Coles Creek, Dilliner and Dillinger, Drit- 
‘on and Drifting, Drumore and Dunmore, Hamilton and 
Hamlinton, Roland and Rowland. Mistakes in address- 
ing are inevitable when such names as these are given 
by word of mouth, as friends in parting beg each other 
to “be sure and let me hear from you.” This class now 
and then furnishes some amusement, as, for instance, 
where the name of Helmetta, N. J., appears as “Hell 
Meadow.” Dutchess Junction, N. Y., masquerades under 
the name of “Dutch Johnson, and Colt's Neck” figures 
as “Cold Snake.” Quite recently the New York sorters 
have been puzzled by these three: “Liquid,” Lobster 
Bay North Dutchtown,” respectively intended for 
Lakewood,“ Oyster Bay” and Germantown.” 

The apparatus for dealing with this class of difficulties 
consists chiefly of a remarkably large outfit of books of 
reference—directories of cities, gazeteers, directories of 
every trade and occupation, the army list, the navy list, 
the register of lighthouses, registers of persons 
specially interested in various artistic and _ scientific 
pursuits, (such as the Naturalists’ Directory,) and, not 
least, the Social Register. It needs a trained judgment, 
almost equal to an instinct in its effect, to guess in 
which one of these books a name is most likely to be 
found. It may have been easy, for instance, to decide 
on general appearances that “Miss Mary Murphy, Amer- 
fea,” to whom. this unstamped envelope is addressed, 
need not be looked for in the Social Reg‘ ster, but many

The cream of the collection, regarding it as a museum 
of epistolary curiosities, is in the foreign written ad- 
dresses. Most of these have been condemned as “hards” 
and laid aside by the sorting clerks who handle the in- 
coming foreign mails, and the necessity for a specialist 
to do this work of deciphering in the New York post- 
Office is doubtless due to that city’s being the most fre- 
quented port of arrival for mail-carrying ocean steamers. 
But the term “foreign” in this connection must be taken 
to include not only inhabitants of other English-speak- 
ing countries, but also, very largely, the foreign-born 
persons living in this country. This envelope, for ex- 
ample, addressed to a young lady at “Spencer, Insea,” 
where “Insea” stands for the initials N. C., is not likely 
to have been mailed by a native American, but it bears 
a United States stamp; the same is true of the envelopes 
inscribed, “W. Hobokiny,” in very bad German script, 
meaning West Hoboken; “Ancram Lead, Kalambi 
Coity,” for “Ancram Lead Mines, Columbia County, N. 
Y.: “Al Signor Luigi Scarpina, Anovifolsi, N. I.,“ 
meaning “Hannawa Falls, N. v.,“ and that triumph of 
blind readings in which a trackless jungle of big and 
little letters has been so reduced to order as to spell 
“192 NoRtH sti Re Eti bostock Massa,” and interpreted 
“192 North St., Boston, Mass.” The letter addressed to 
“Fedvelteneszi” (Fayetteville, Tenn.,”) has no stamp 
at all, but it was mailed in New Vork. On the other hand 
that addressed to “Knonghyto P. O., Con., U. 8. A.,“ for 
“Naugatuck, Conn.,“ bears the postmark of Tipperary; 
and “To And Over Street Sailing Massa,” for “2 Andover 
St., Salem, Mass., comes from Ballymote in the Green 
Isle. From the same quarter of the globe come the more 
recent oddities of “Cranston Royal Irish” (for “Cranston, 
R. I.“) and the spelling out of “Washington, D. C.,“ as 
“Washington, Doublin County.” 

A very important point in solving the problem of the 
foreign addresser's intention is, evidently, a knowledge 
of the sound values which the characters he writes would 
be likely to bear for him individually. Here the ex- 
pert’s taste for linguistic niceties, with the correspond- 
ing keen ear for differences in sound, is invaluable. A 
man who has become accurately familiar with Italian 
sounds sees at a glance that “Negiosi,” giving the Italian 
values to the letters, exactly represents an illiterate 
Italian's attempt at the sounds which Americans write 
“New Jersey.” On an envelope with a Russian stamp 
Kreenpoynp means “Greenpoint,” for the Russtan 
mouth is apt to substitute a labial for a dental conso- 
nant and a K for a guttural G. Again there is the won- 
derful postmark “Przecxaw” on a letter to “Mis Karo- 
lina Janowska.” One who has listened carefully to 
either Russian or Polish talk knows how a man of 
Przecxaw would read aloud the line which follows the 
name—Tu wody tu is Chander Ten stryt; it would 
sound something like “Two forty two. East hundred 
tenth street,” which is a fairly intelligible address. 

Of course, many addresses defy the most exhaustive 
study; and many letters land in the Dead-Letter Office. 
To this class belongs the effort of a sturdy Briton, who 
wrote to his friend, Thomas Clacy, at “New Jersey, 
United States America,” and then, with truly British 
misgivings as to the efficiency of American institutions, 
appended a little private note to the postoffice authorities 
assuring them that “This address is correct.” Probably 
it was, as far as it went, but it hasn't gone far enough 
yet to get Thomas Clacy. Here is a Russian specimen, 
with ten cents due: “This handwriting is ow off your 
brother's daughter his name is Simon Galitsky, Amer 
dea. And that was on an unstamped envelope found 
in a Schenectady, N. Y., mailbox was “Please put on this 
5 cents stamp on the letters that go to Italy and Bas not 
the stamp on. Yeur P. De Marso.”

The expert's theory is that all these 
cases—and there are many more like them—the ad- 
dressee has written in last letter a few words of English, 
just to show bis familiarity with that language; his 
correspondent at home has mistaken the words for his 
American address, and, as a rule, the letter finds is way 
to the Dead-Letter Office. The anguish of the Swedish 
Miss — ——-, whose coy outpouring of the heart in 4 
language her lover knew not, resulted in her getting no 
answer to her letter, is only one among many pathetic 
romances suggested by the contents of this album of 
queer addresses.

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THE ANGORA GOAT 
IN AMERICA. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ANSAS CITY (Mo.) Oct. 26.—For the Angora 

goat industry now a growing one in the 

United States, this country is indebted to the 
Sultan of Turkey. Its origin only, however, was due 
to the beneficence of that potentate, for he has since 
used all the power of his imperial position to discourage 
the exportation of Angora goats beyond the confines of 
Turkey. It happened in this wise: In the early part of 
the administration of President Polk there came to the 
State Department at Washington a communication from 
the Sultan of Turkey requesting that the United States 
government send to Turkey a commissioner who should 
be employed by the Turkish government to instruct that 
people in the science of cultivating and manufacturing 
cotton. The Sultan had noticed the growth of the cot- 
ton industry in the United States and coveted a portion 
of the prosperity resulting therefrom for his own coun- 
try. President Polk responded by appointing Dr. Davis 
of Columbia, 8. C. Dr. Davis proceeded to Turkey and 
spent a number of years in the performance of his mis- 
sion. He was so successful as to please greatly the 
Noble Porte, who, on his return to America, made him 
a present of $20,000 in gold. This money Dr. Davis used 
in the importation of the first Angora goats ever brought 
to the United States. So far as can be learned, this im- 
portation consisted of eight Angora goats, two sacred 
cattle of India, and a‘ pair of Thibetan goats—the true 
Cashmeres. With this herd Dr. Davis arrived in New 
York City in 1847. He parted with two of bis Angora 
goats, selling them to Dr. Amberly of Watertown, N. Y. 
His Thibetan goats soon died, as did also the sacred cat- 
tle after a short time; but the Angoras thrived and 
promised to adapt themselves readily to the new cli- 
mate and environments of America. They evinced a 
natural preference for the high altitudes, and it was 
subsequently concluded that the Thibet goats died for

Later, Dr. Davis sold out of his flock one pair of An- 
goras to Mrs. Marsh of Florida, one pair to Wade Hamp- 
ton of South Carolina, and one pair to Richard Peters 
of Atlanta, Ga. Mr. Peters, for whom one of the prin- 
cipal streets in Atlanta is named, was a railroad engineer 
on the old Western Atlantic and Georgia railroads, and, 
it is said, ran the first locomotive that ever drew a train 
into that city. It is to Mr. Peters that the credit is 
largely due of first fostering the industry which now bids 
fair to become a pronounced sucess in those sections of 
the United States to which the animal is adapted. 

After experimenting with the Angora goats for a num- 
ber of years, Mr. Peters discovered that they would cross 
successfully with the common blue goat of Georgia, and, 
while they would thrive in the higher altitudes of North- 
ern Georgia, they would not do well in the low, rice 
country of the southern part of the Siate. He con- 
ceived and carried out the plan of grading them with 
the native blue goat in the mountain districts and set 
about increasing bis original pure-blood stock by pur- 
chases from other importers, which he finally did at an 
outlay of some $16,000. Richard Peters has been dead 
for many years; Wut the street bearing his name in At- 
lanta and the Angora goat industry of America are mon- 
uments still standing to his memory. |

This Mr. Landrum considered prohibitory, and, 
Instead of taking back to California eight or ten bes 
as intended, he bought only a pair, and decided to make 
his way with them across the plains. He shipped them 
to Leavenworth, Kan., and from there set out with a 
wagon train for a five-months’ journey overland to 
Stockton. He took the precaution to anoint the goats, 
which had cost him nearly a thousand dollars apiece, 
with grease and tobacco, to prevent them from being 
burned by the alkali. This anointing he kept up during 
the entire journey, leading the goats behind the wagon 
during the trip. A number of skirmishes with the In- 
dians ocurred, and at times the goats waded through al- 
kali from four to six inches deep, and slept in it by 
night for weeks at a time; yet they made a growth of 
one and one-half inches of fleece per month and arrived 
at their journeys end in good condition, having foraged 
at night for most of their sustenance on the journey. 
For years he was a noted Angora goat breeder in Santa 
Cruz county, Cal. 

Eighteen years ago Mr. Landrum moved to Texas and 
established himself with his herds upon a large ranch in 
Uvalde county, where he now has several thousand pure- 
breed Angoras, 

In Kansas City, during the recent goat show, he ex- 
hibited fleece samples of a recent shearing wherin he 
gathered ten pounds of the fleece from each of a num- 
ber of his flock, for which he found a market at $1 per 
pound. This is from his high-priced breeding flock, for 
each of which he receives a very pretty price when he 
parts with one of them. ? 

Just after the war, Mr. Landrum joined with Went- 
worth W. Chenery of Boston, in an expedition to Con- 
stantinople to procure a new importation of Angoras. 
They succeeded in bringing over about twenty goats, 
which were selected by Gavin Gatheral, British Consul 
at Constantinople, and John R. Thompson of London, 
then in Turkey buying fleece for his factories in Eng- 
land. The goats were found back in the interior of Tur- 
key and taken on camels’ backs from the city of Angora 
300 miles to Constantinople. This importation was 
shared with Grey and Gillmore of California, who 
bought eight head of the stock; but as Mr. Landrum ex- 
presses it, “during Cleveland's object lesson” Messrs. 
Grey and Gillmore were obliged to part with their herd 
at forced sale. They were scattered and the whereabouts 
of their progeny is not known at present. 

In 1870 the Sultan of Turkey promulgated a decree 
prohibiting the exportation of Angoras and fixing de 
penalty for violation of the decree at death. Since then 
all importations of Angoras to this country have been 
made from South Africa, where several large herds had 
been established by Englishmen previous to the Sultans 
embargo on their exportation. Last May, however, 
young Dr. Bailey of California succeeded in smuggling 
out of Turkey four head of Angoras at the risk of his 
Dr. Bailey, who is a nephew of the criginal Angora 
breeder of that name, and has inherited the ranch orig- 
inally established by his uncle, took a trip around the 
world, incidentally visiting Turkey on his return. 
Quietly he noted the lay of the land and, securing the as- 
sistance of natives, he bought four head of selected goats 
secretly and hid them under a cargo of hay; thus getting 
them out of the realm of the nobie Sultan and landing 
them safely in this countfy at no little expense. 

The last importation made was Ce royal blood bucks 
“Holmes” and Diek.“ which were brought from South 

Africa last May. These two Angora aristocrats have 
fleeces which before the shearing season will trail upon 
the ground beneath them. Their value in dollars is not 
‘named, but it would take thousands of dollars to buy 
one of them. They are not for sale. 

The American Angora Goat Breeders’ Association is 
an organization recently established, having been in ex- 
istence a little over two years, with its headquarters at 
the stock yards in Kansas City. It has a membership 
‘of some 500. Angora goat ranches are multiplying in 
various parts of the country. This goat is a docile, mild- 

| tempered animal, not like the proverbial billy goat of 
the patch. He has a mind of his own, however, and a 
pair of horns for defence. The Angora withstands the 
encroachments of sheep-killing dogs and wolves. The 
_instinets of the animal are wonderful and interesting. 
The flock scatters when grazing or browsing in its pas- 
ture, but gathers together as soon as danger approaches. 
Let a dog or a wolf appear in the neighborhood and the 
wily doe or buck bas its head in the air and its nose and 
‘eyes in use. At the first sign of danger the alarm is 
| given and the herd cjoses and “mills.” This is a process 
of revolving in a circle around the young and helpless. of 
the flock. The old goats with horns take the outer edge 
ol the circle, using their horns for defence when the 
enemy approaches. The dog which kills the sheep with 
impunity must stand off at a safe distance. 

They browse on the buds and leaves and tender 
branches of undergrcwth and shrubbery of the woods 
or old fields. Blue grass, where sheep and cattle thrive, 
is a last resort with the Angora. This is an element in

SNOW MUSHROOMS. 


Vaughan Cornish, F.R.G.8., who has recently made a 
journey across Canada and British Columbia to study 
there the surface forms of snow, describes in the Decem- 
ber number of Pearson's Magazine the great snow mush- 
rooms that he discovered in the upper valleys of the 
Selkirk Mountains. 

Mushrooms of great variety in shape and size, he says, 
are produced by the large flakes of sticky snow falling 
on the flat tops of tree stumps. Some of the mushrooms 
have long stems—lI noticed one on a tree trunk twenty- 
five feet in height—others are little more than bosses 
showing above the snow on the ground. Mushrooms on 
short stalks always have hollows beneath them 
which one may easily fall—for their caps shelter the 
ground beneath from its proper share of snow. The 
mushroom that formed on the twenty-five-foot trunk 
measured twelve feet six inches in diameter. The diam- 
eter of the tree itself at the top was but four feet, so 
that the snew projected beyond the trunk for four feet 
three inches. Its depth was about the same as the depth 
of snow on the ground—some five feet. On a short tree 
trunk, having a diameter of two feet, the snow cap 
measured nine feet across and four feet in thickness. 
The district where we found the mushrooms in per- 
fection was very narrow from east to west, but they are 
probably equally fine southwards in the Selkirk; indeeu, 
I heard of them from miners, who came from the 
Kootenay district, as occuring there, about one hundred 
and twenty miles south of Glacier House. 

I took some pains to determine the weight of the 
mushroom snow-caps., For this purpose, after measur-

miles from Syracuse what is probably the first auto- 
graph letter of Gen. Sheridan's, in which the legend on 
which Thomas Buchanan Reed's famous poem is founded 
is proved to be based upon an error. Col. Mortimer 
Birdseye of Fayetteville is the man to whom the letter 
was written, and be preserves it as one of his most 
precious relics. it runs as follows: . 

Chicago, Feb. 3, 1872.—My Dear Col. Birdseye: 1 
have your letter of January 29. I stayed at Winchester 
on the night of October 18, 1864. I arrived on the bat- 
tlefield on the 19th about 10 o’clock—perhaps a little 
earlier. I immediately ordered Gen. Custer from the 
left to the right. Then went to work to reform the in- 
fantry on the right of Getty’s division of the Sixth 
corps. After this had been done and about half past 12 
or 1 o'clock I rode down the line. As many of the troops 
did not see me until this time, some of them may have 
fallen into the error that this was my first arrival on 
the battlefield. Yours truly,

From 1661 until the Revolution, thanksgi 
were appointed by the Governors for various 
such as victories over the Indians, the arrival of 
visions, and like happenings. Meager supplies were 
the cause of delayed thanksgivings, for we find an 
count of a thanksgiving day deferred for a week by 
town vote on account of the scarcity of molasses. Later 
the Massachusetts General Court opened a real old-fash- 
tioned thanksgiving proclamation with these words: 

“It having pleased the God of Heaven to mitigate His 
many frowns upon us in the summer past, with a mix- 
ture of some signal favors, and in the midst of wrath, 
so far to remember Mercy,” and then in the following 
sentences, a day of praise is appointed to thank the Al- 
mighty for the mitigation of His wrath. 

In Connecticut, Rhode Island and New Jersey, the day 
was celebrated at intervals through the years. In New 
York, the gathering of the harvest was not made a time 
of rejoicing, but political and military events took the 
lead. On Long Island. a quaint custom was observed 
which shows the beginning of the movement to have a 
regular day kept annually. In Bast and South Hampton 
a thanksgiving day was kept yearly, on the Thursday 
after the cattle were driven home from the common 
pastures at Montauk Point. 

At the close of the Revolution, the tendency was evi- 
dent to make Thanksgiving Day an annual national cele- 
bration. George Washington, at the city of New York, 
on the third of October, 1789, issued the first national 
Thanksgiving proclamation, appointing Thursday, No- 
vember 26, as the day to be observed. He requested the 
nation to thank God prayerfully for “affording them an 
opportunity peaceably to establish a form of govern- 
ment for their safety and happiness.” 

And so today the beautiful custom of thanksgiving for 
bountiful harvest and unnumbered mercies comes to us 
down the years as a blessed heritage. But the question 
forcefully presents itself: How can the historical sig- 
nificance of the day be preserved’? 

This one great American folks holiday should be cele- 
brated in a manner befitting its origin. Let everything 
be done which will make for the simple character, the 
sweet simplicity of the feast on this day of thanks. Away 
with the costly exotics which decorate the tables! let us 
have the old-fashioned asters, and the autumn leaves. 
The hand of the French chef is far too evident in the 
generally accepted menu for this time-honored repast. 
He is historically out of place on this decasion. Let us 
have the turkey and the pumpkin pie, and if our turkey 
in this day of improved mechanics can no longer be 
pregnant with fervent heat from hickory and oak,” we

1 endeavored, recently, to get from a friend some 
recipes for cooking a Thanksgiving dinner, Spanish 
wise. She could cook it, oh, yes! She could prepare 
everything, from turkey to dulces, in a manner caicu- 
lated to delight the lover of Spanish dishes. But as for 
telling how she did it—that was another matter. Her 
recipes were like the old lady's directions for making 
biscuit: “You take so much flour’—scooping it up in 
her hands—‘twice; a pinch of salt; a little baking pow- 
der; some butter, and stir it all up together with water.” 

The diner-out in Mexico, if unacquainted with the 
mysteries of Mexican cookery, will speedily gain the im- 
pression that “a pinch of this and a little of that,” com- 
bining all known “seasonings,” go to make up the dish 
cet before him. 

A Mexican menu consists chiefly of meat, so garnished 
with chili and other condiments that you would not 
know if it were flesh, fowl, or good red herring. While 
you are wondering why they do not bring on the vege- 
tables they begin all over again, and you are served 
with another course of meat, with, perhaps, frijoles, or 
rice cooked with tomatoes, on the side. Then, while 
you are getting up a fresh appetite, you may toy with a

There was no filtered 
water they told us, with profuse apologies. Our kind 
host was greatly distressed. Did not we like his wines? 
Perhaps We would prefer beer? No? 

I fear that we were unable to explain, to his entire 
satisfaction, that no disparagement of his drinkables 
was intended by the Americanos with an unaccountable 
predilection for water. . 


The Dulces a Compensaticn. 


Just as you become used to Mexican cooking—you 
may, of course, “take” to it naturally, some people do— 
you find that you are getting tired of it. Eggs three 
times a day will pall upon one, in time, no matter how 
appetizingly served; and as for meat; one learns to 
toathe it. The bread is not strictly up to our standard 
uf what good bread ought to be. It is raised with pul- 
que, instead of with yeast, and the “sourness” incorpor- - 
ated with the dough is not lost in the baking. But the 
éulees—ah, the dulces! The butter may be—and gener- 
ally is—lacking; there is no cream for the coffee, ‘cause 
why, milk doesn't run to cream down Mexico-way; and 
you may long with a mighty longing for the mealy 
“spud” and the succulent “garden truck” to which you 
have been accustomed. But when the dulces are brought 
on the table, you have no more regrets. 


The Mexican Kitchen. 


A Mexican kitchen is distinguished by the number 
and variety of its earthenware pots, pans and jars, of 
all sizes, from the jar called the destiladera, and which 
's big enough to hold any one of the Forty Thieves, 
own to the jug that holds just three cents’ worth of 
pulque.

Cave Found in a Mine. 


HE largest cave yet found in Northern Montana has 

been encountered in the cross-cut being driven from 
the main tunnne!l to tap an ore body in the properties 
of the Great Northern Mining Company in the Gilt Edge 
district. The cave, which is about 2000 feet from the 
tunnel entrance extends over fully an acre of ground, 
and is probably the most beautiful and interesting of 
subterranean cavities in the Northwest. It consists of 
many small chambers, varying in width up to 300 and 
400 feet. Many of these rooms have been artistically 
decorated by nature, the floors being of brightly-stained 
lime in a complete state of crystallization, while from 
the ceilings hang thousands of snow-white stalactities. 

One small chamber, which has been christened the 
“wedding-room,” shows an unusually beautiful crystal- 
lization, the arched ceiling and even the walls almost 
to the floor being covered by an almost transparent in- 
crustation of lime, every little niche in both the walls 
and roof being filled with a lace-work of crystals. An- 
other room looks as if at some time there might have 
been a fountain playing in the center of it, while an- 
other chamber, known as the “paint pot,” from the 
highly-stained color of the floor, has a limpid spring 
bubbling up from the glassy bottom.—{Helena (Mont.)

Detreit's Wonderful Boy. 
„ NFANT prodigy” is a much-misused term, and, be- 
sides, it seems a very formidable expression to ap- 
ply to such a diminutive, quiet, black-eyed fellow, but 
still that is what Rubin Suttkus, in the absence of a 
better descriptive phrase, must be called. 

Three-year-old Rubin is unquestionably a prodigy, and 
he is an infant. The child has a memory which in a 
grown-up person would be considered a remarkably de- 
veloped faculty.

An Arizona Oasis.

| A Life and Death Detector. 


ERE is a suggestion that may be of service in as- 

certaining whether a person is alive or dead, and 80 
avoiding premature burial. It is from the Scientific 
American: 

“The method of finding out whether a given animal 
tissue is living or dead, recently discovered by Dr. 
Augustus Waller (and already explained in M. M. S.) 
consists in sending a current through the tissue in ques- 
tion, and then connecting it to the poles of a sensitive 
galvanometer, when a back rush of current is perceived 
in the case of living tissue, while in the contrary case 
no effect of consequence is obtained. Dr Waller has 
recently made a series of experiments in which he fol- 
lows out the same idea, but applies it to discovering the 
first traces of life instead of its disappearance. In this 
he has been quite successful, and to the date of the pres- 
ent paper, three series of experiments upon eggs, good 
and bad, were made, and no exception was found to the 
general rule that a non-incubated, sterile, or putrefied 
egg did not give the back rush of current indicating the 
presence of vital phenomena, while an egg containing 
an embryo in a state of development always gave the 
indication which showed vitality. In the majority of 
cases, on account of the resistance of the shell of the 
egg to the passage of the current, a small portion was 
removed from the upper and lower sides, the egg being 
placed horizontally, and the electrodes (impolarizable) 
were applied to the membrane thus laid bare, so that 
the blastoderm floating at the upper pole was traversed 
by the exciting current. The eggs were placed in an in- 
cubating oven, which was regulated to a constant tem- 
perature of 37 deg. C. 

“In the case of certain animalculae, which, when 
dried, seem to possess no sign of life, but in which, upon 
exposure to moisture, the vital activity is developed; in 
the first case no current is given, but upon the develop- 
ment of vital activity the characteristic current is al- 
ways given. 

“In the case of tissues, it was found that tissues which 
had been rendered insensible by anesthetics gave no re- 
action, thus likening it to dead tissue. When the an- 
esthetic action was removed and vitality became ap- 
parent, the characteristic electrical reaction followed in 
all cases observed.” 


Concerning the Treatment of Inebriates. 

N THE Public Health Journal, Dr. T. D. Crothers of 

Hartford, Ct., superintendent of the Walnut Lodge 
Hospital and editor of the Journal! of Inebriety, scores 
the so-called cures for inebriety which have become so 
common in this country of late years. Dr. Crothers 
claims that inebriety and other drug diseases. should be 
recognited and taught as distinct neuroses, occurring in 
every community, and amenable to medical treatment, 
when the reign of the quack and his methods will dis- 
appear. He says, in part: 

“Within a few years the recognition of the curability 
of spirit and other drug habitues has brought into the 
field a large class of empirics who differ from the or- 
dinary medical quacks in many respects. With but few 
exceptions, all these persons are habitues themselves or 
have been in some time past; hence they bring to the 
work a degree of sharpness and bold assumption which 
empirics in other fields lack. la many respects these 


quacks are better judges and have a clearer comprehen- 
sion of the weakness and wants of their victims than 
others, but they lack in consistency and persistency. 


They are all of the dramatic type who pose for sudden, 
a short, brilliant career dis-

appear. Very few of them are before the world more

than five or ten years. Unlike the patent medicine men, 
who year after year pursue a fixed course, these new 
charlatans have the gambier’s spirit of quick returns 
for their labor and money. It may be said, as a rule, 
that they are more unscrupulous and more dishonest in 
their methods than other empirics, but fortunately in 
their zeal they exhivit this peculiarity, which often pre- 
vents the returns they expect. In my long experience as 
editor of a journal devoted to this specialty, and as 
superintendent of an asylum for the treatment of in- 
ebriates, I have come in contact with many of these per- 
sons and have become familiar with their career. The 
‘gold cure’ delusion brought into activity the boldest 
and sharpest of this class. Expectation of large gains in 
a short time led to many very adroit schemes and plans 
which, if carried out, would have enriched their pro- 
moters to a fabulous extent. Many of these plans were 
submitted to me, with the drugs which they claimed to 
have discovered, and great efforts were made to enlist 
the Journal and my persona! interest in their promotion. 
The assumption and arrogance of these ‘discoverers’ was 
almost phenomenal. I was approached over and over 
again with offers of fabulous sums to engage in this or 
that enterprise. I found that all the leading spirits had 


been or were spirit or drug takers, and were buoyed up 
by delusional.exaltations of gains, both pecuniary and 


physical. They were practically inebriates incapable of 
persevering effort, and unable to bear misfortunes or 


disappointments. One concern started with a million- . 


dollars pledged, and extravagant expectations on paper; 
disappointments of the first six months practically drove 
them out of business, yet their plans and management 
were of the very highest order. Another firm, officered 
by two inebriates who, in a state of great mental exalta- 


tion spent $10,000 in circulars and paper plans, became 


discouraged and drank to death. Another syndicate 
went about purchasing property, making great show of 
permanency and at one time had over three hundred 
different asylums in operation; then from some trivial 
causes broke up and abandoned them all. Most of these 
promoters had been patients formerly at different ‘gold 
cure’ homes, and believed they could do far more with 
their experience and knowledge of drugs than had been 
done before. Nearly all these institutions and projects 
were under the leadership of physicians who had been 
inebriates. Some of them were well educated and had 
been successful practitioners; others belonged to the 
irregulars whose early training was doubtful, and whose 
ethical sense was entirely wanting. They grouped cer- 
tain combinations of drugs and claimed marvelous re- 
sults from them, while in reality they were all of the 
same class and differed only in some minor particulars. 
The prescriptions used by these empirics are all com- 
binations of strychnia, hydrastin, apormorphia, and cin- 
chona barks. Some few mild vegetable narcotics which 
have been discarded by the profession were taken up 
again, but in all there were no remedies that were new 
to the profession, or had not been used before. The cen- 
tral object of the treatment was to destroy the alcoholic 
appetite, and this was claimed to be a cure. In many 
instances the surprise and joy in the patient's mind at 
the disappearance of all desire for spirits was accepted 
as evidence of final cure. This was followed by a species 


of hypnotism which lasted for a variable time and was 


in many cases very powerful, but when separated from 
the mystery and the surrounding psychical influence they 
reacted into the opposite condition. It was very soon 
evident that these empiric efforts were followed by 
transient results; then relapse and a worse condition 
than before. Still the impression remained on the minds 
of many persons that overcoming the drink taste was a 
real advance and gain to medical science. A number of 
physicians who claim respectability still persist in as- 
serting that they have discovered a specific remedy for 
the cure of inebriety, but none of them will submit-his 
prescription to a practical test. I have repeatedly of- 
fered to make such a test in my work and report the re- 
sults above all possible collusion or bias, only asking 
that the drug be known and the matter be done openly 
and along scientific lines. This is refused for the most 
trivial reasons, and whenever the prescription has been 
shown it has been found to contain the common, usual 
drugs of that class. I have been puzzled to explain the 
fact that many of these physicians who advertise cures 
for the drink and drug states are credited with having 
been graduates of good colleges and been recognized as 
reputable men. In most instances | have found that they 
were drug takers either openly or secretly, or had be- 
come disaffected and ostracized from the profession. In 
a few cases nothing but avarice of a low, grasping type 
seemed present.

SOMETHING ABOUT AN INTERESTING COMMON 
BIRD OF THE LOWLANDS OF THE SOUTHWEST.

O MOST of us, probably, the headline of this paper 
12 recall legends of our childhood, in which we 

learned much that was unfavorable concerning an 
English bird known as the cuckoo; how it stole the eggs 
and broke up the homes of lesser birds, to say nothing 
of a very lazy habit it had of laying its eggs in other 
birds nests. In fact, in those days, it is doubtful 
whether we ever thought of this bird as disassociated 
from the hedgerows and lanes of bonnie England. There 
is, however, a cuckoo family in America, widely and 


favorably known for the aid which it renders to 


agriculturists and horticulturists by its insectivorous diet. 

Intermediate between the parrots and the large order 
of woodpeckers, we find the cuckoos, so named, in all 
probability, on account of their peculiar calls which 
have earned for them in some sections of this country 
the name of chow-chow, or kow bird. Most commonly,

however, the two eastern species are known as “rain 
crows,” as many people believe that the cuckoo calls 
louder anti more persistently just before a rain than at 
any other time.

The birds are very quiet and secretive, 
so much so that I have met several quite up-to-date 
California bird students who had never even seen our 
cuckoo. His cry is the same as that of his eastern con- 
queror, though rather lower and less often repeated. 
Nor is he supposed to prophesy rain—being in fact little 
known to the ranchers. The call of this bird is a little 
similar to that made by the burrowing owl, just after 
sunset. This similarity has given rise to the name of 
“cuckoo owl,” which is sometimes applied to the little 
brown owl, so commonly seen on our mesas. Our 
cuckoo, like the eastern, lays from two to four biluish- 
green eggs at intervals, hatching them likewise. 

One other bird belonging to the same order as the 
cuckoo and hardly worthy of a separate article may be 
mentioned here. This is the kingfisher. Those of us 
who have ever lived near the eastern water course will 
recall with pleasure the kingfisher. Brilliant blue in 
color, lightning-like in movement, and harsh yet ringing 
in voice, this pirate of the mid-air adds much to the 
banks of any stream. In the United States there are 
two species, the belted and the Texan. The former is 
our bird and is found here mostly during the spring and 
fall migrations, and then only along the coast. A few 
however, remain about the bays an estuaries of this 
country’s coast line, but I do not know of the bird's 


, breeding here. In the East, where it is not uncommon 
during the nesting season, a pair will dig a horizontal |

tunnel in the face of the perpendicular bank some 
stream, beginning it below low-water mark, so that 
their entrance is always covered, and then digging up- 
ward to a place where a nest chamber may be safely 
hollowed out. In this chamber, which is lined with fish 
bones and scales, from four to seven pure white spher- 
ical eggs are laid.

FILIPINO MUSICAL TASTE. 

“The Filipinos are the finest musicians I have ever 
known,” said Capt. Charlies D. Palmer of Manila, at the 
Arlington yesterday. “I have listened to some excellent 
orchestral music, but I want to say I have never heard 
anything so magnificent as the playing of those natives. 
Nothing in this country certainly can touch them. They 
have all the instruments known to our people, but they 
play them much better. Strange to say, too, they play 
nothing but the most beautiful classical music. 
Naturally the Filipinos are a bright, apt and intelligent 
people. I am connected with a hemp company in Manila 
which employs large numbers of natives as clerks, book- 
keepers, etc., and their services are entirely satisfactory. 
They learn as rapidly and as thoroughly as the young 
men and women of this country. I think it would be 
the greatest mistake imaginable for the government to 
let the islands go. Of course, the people have not all 

to American sovereignty as yet, but they will in 
time, and when they do, that country will begin to de- 
velop and will prove the richest holding of any nation 
in the world. I think the United States has been a little 
too fast in some places in establishing civil govern- 
ment. Better results would have been attained by keep- 
ing up the military control, but at that things are mov- 
ing along in a satisfactory manner.
